And as Mel- 
chiſedeck was born in the old world 
before the deluge, and ſurvived it, he 
is repreſented as one without begin- 
ning or end of days; without deſcent, 
having no pedigree, a prieſt of a 


* According to the Jewiſh chronology, 
Shem, the ſon of Noah, was 3 90 years old 
at the birth of Abraham. In the ſecond 
year after the deluge Shem, being 100 years 
old, begat Arphaxad : after which he lived 
500 years; in all 600 years. Arphaxad when 
35 begat Salah, who at zo begat Heber, and 
he at 34 Phaleg, who when 30 begat Rheu, 
who after he was 32 years old was the father 
of Serig, from whom when 30 years old came 
Nachor, who at 29 begat Thare, who at 70 
begat Abraham and Aram. Hence, according 
to this ſupputation, Shem the Son of Noah 
was 390 years old at the birth of Abraham, 
who dying in the 175th year of his age, Shem 
ſurvived him 40 years.

Whoever Melchiſedeck was, he

is, that the appearance of the LIKENESS of 
a man upon the throne in the viſion of Eze- 
kiel is to repreſent the Lord, the future Meſ- 
fiah.

of God and his worſhip ; to whom 
were committed the oracles of God, 
and who were protected in an extra- 
ordinary manner on account of the 

1 bleſſing conferred on Abraham, and 
in his ſced on all mankind. God alſo 
provided there a place of ſacrifices, 
and accepted the offerings there pre- 
ſented; and immediately ſuppreſſed 
the raging peſtilence, as an evidence 
of the remiſſion of David's tranſgreſ- 
ſion in numbering the people. This 
city, where ſtood the holy Temple, was 
therefore called the Holy City; and to 
this day in the Eaſt, as of old, and even 
by the father of the Grecian hiſtory, 
it is called by a word which, in the 
eaſtern languages, fignifies noLy *.

No ſtranger who had before ſeen Judea, 
and the beautiful ſuburbs of the city, but 
now beholding it a deſert, with tears and 
groans lamented the great change. The war 
had defaced all remains of beauty, and no one 


at his farſt approach could know the place, but 


upon the ſpot itſelf aſked where the city ſtood, 
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kneweſt not THE TIME OF THY VISI> 


TATION *, 
Our Lord could not refrain from 


tears, when, beholding this antient and 


holy city, he foreſaw and foretold its 


approaching deſtruction. The holy city 
of Jeruſalem had been preſerved thro' 
ſo many ages by the particular pro- 
vidence of Almighty God, to be the 
reſidence of his people, ſo long as 
they continued faithful and obedient ; 
but when they deſpiſed and rejected 


him who was appointed to rule over 


them; when they crucified the Lord 
of life, and denied him to be the pro- 
miſed ſeed, or Meſſiah, the Chriſt, 
their prince, the prince of SaLRMu or 
Prack, whom all the prophets had 
taught them to expect, they them-

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ſelves were juſtly abandoned. When 
all the ſigns for his coming were ac- 
compliſhed, and they difowned and 
rejected him, they were rejected, 
becauſe they knew not THE TIME

meant, not the deſtruction of Jeru- 
ſalem, which ſoon followed, but the 
time in which © God remembered his 
holy covenant, the oath which he 
ſware unto Abraham, and visiTsD 
and REDEEMED his people 7. 


* Titus, in almoſt all his ſpeeches, declares 
the deſtruCtion of Jeruſalem to be a juſt judg- 
ment upon the Jews from heaven.—*< God 
co-operates with us.—Their miſeries, by your 
valor and God's aſſiſtance, are multiplied.

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They as a people, together with 
their city, were deſtroyed: they were 
no more to live in one place; they 
were to be diſperſed, and ſcattered 
oyer the face of the whole earth; 
they were to ſhew themſelves a ſtand- 
ing miracle of God's mercy and 


Judgment, to produce and bear wit- 
. neſs to the oracles of God, which they 


confirm by their own appearance un- 
der the circumſtances they now are, 
truſtees and guardians, as it were, of 
thoſe divine records for the uſe of 
Chriſtians.--What would have ſtill pre- 
ſerved and kept them together in one 
place, the city and the Temple, were 
taken from them ; they have now no 
home; and yet are as diſtinct from 
all other men, with whom they live 
in great numbers over all the earth, 
as when they inhabited Jeruſalem in 

its antient ſplendor. _ 
They could have no Temple, nor 
any facrifice, but in Jeruſalem; and 
when that was deſtroyed, they were

diſperſed. Circumciſion, the mark 


of the covenant, or token * of the 
promiſe, could be of no peculiar uſe, 
when the covenant of promiſe was 
fulfilled, and the promiſed ſeed had 
evidently appeared in the perſon of 
Jeſus, All that was peculiar to the 
ſews; all that obſtructed the general 
union of mankind under one God and 
Savior of us all, the calling of the

6. So is the deſtruction of Bozrah and Idu- 
mæa, ISA1. xxxiv. 8, of Phraoh's army at the 
Euphrates, JER. xlvi. 10. of Egypt, Ezxx. 
XXX. 3. of the heathen, JoEL iii. 14. OBAD. 
15. ZEPHAN. ii. 2, 3. But the GREAT DAY 
OF THE LoRD always means the deſtruction 
of Jeruſalem.

Nebuchadnezzar, the laſt by the Ro- 
mans under Veſpaſian. Amos, Jere- 
miah, Joel, Zephaniah, Malachi, all 
uſe this language when they ſpeak of 
the deſtruction of Jeruſalem. 

In Joel the firſt and laſt deſtruc- 
tion are both foretold. The trumpet 
ſounds an alarm,“ the day of the 
Lord cometh; THE Day or THE LorD 
is very GREAT, and who can abide it +?” 
In Zephaniah + the ſame proclamation 
is made; © the GREAT DAY OF THE LoRD 
is near; it is near, and haſteth greatly, 
even the voice of THE DAY OF THE 
Log; —a day of wrath, a day of 
trouble and diſtreſs, a day of waſte- 
neſs and deſolation, a day of darkneſs 
and gloomineſs, a day of clouds and 
thick darkneſs; a day OF THE TRUM- 
PET AND ALARM AGAINST THE FENCED 
CITIRS, AND AGAINST THE HIGH TOW= 


 £xs,—The whole land ſhall be de-

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devour and deſtroy.” JzR. xv. xix. 
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vouted by the fire of his jealouly ; 
for he Natl make even a ſpeedy rid- 


dance of all them that dwell in 


the land.” ——The prophet Amos“ 
delivers the ſame denunciation, though 
in different words: — «© The virgin 
of Iſrael is fallen; ſhe ſhall no more 
riſe : ſhe is forſaken upon her land, 
there is none to raiſe her up.— TE 
DAY oF THE Lok p is darkneſs.” 

This deſtruction is foretold in many 


places by the prophet Jeremiah, who, 


together with the prophet Ezekiel, 
were themſelves eye-witneſſes of the 
truth of their own predictions. 

The plagues that were to afflict the 
inhabitants of Jeruſalem were four, 


© ſuch as are for death, to death; 


ſuch as are for the ſword, to the 
ſword ; ſuch as are for the famine, to 
the famine; and ſuch as are for the 
captivity, to the captivity.--The ſword 
to ſlay, the dogs to tear, the fowls of 
the heaven and beaſts of the earth to 
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* AMos v. 2. 18. 
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The family of Abraham, to whom 
the promiſes were made, were favored 
with ſymbols of the preſence of God, 
in order to maintain right notions of 
God and his worſhip in the world ; 
and to preſerve them from idolatry, 
which, from the hiſtory of all other 
men, without revelation, if we may 
judge from facts, ſeems to have been 


impracticable. 
The angel of the Lord, the future 


Meſſiah *, frequently appeared amongſt 


them. 


* The pre- exiſtent ſtate and character of 
our Lord under the firſt diſpenſation is proved 
from a variety of texts. See Second Argument 
from Prophecy, chap. ii. Our Lord himſelf 
claims the character, when he ſays, Before 
Abraham was I am, Joꝝx viii. 58. The per- 
ſon who appeared unto Moſes in the buſh, and 
ſpake to bim in mount Sinai, and gave to 
him Ayia Corte, the living oracles, is by St. 
Stephen called the angel of the Lord, AcTs 
vil. 30—39. And again our Savior proves 
himſelf to have been the Logos by the com- 
pariſon he makes between himſelf lified up,

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them. To him the ' prophet ads 
dreſſes himſelf, when his people were 
threatened 


and the ſymbol of his preſence, the brazen 
ſerpent that was lifted up in the wilderneſs, 
Joan iii. 14, 15. NUMB. xxi. 8, 9. This is 
farther illuſtrated by the apoſtle Paul, where 
he ſays, Neither let us tempt Chriſt, as ſome 
of them alſo 0 and were deſtroyed of 
ſerpents, 1 CoR. x. 9. Chriſt was the Logos, 
or Word, who, as he created the world, had 
alſo the immediate peculiar care of the people 
of God, and conducted them in the wilder- 
neſs. When therefore they murmured againſt 
God, they are properly ſaid to have tempted 
his Word, the Logos, which is Chriſt. They 
were puniſhed by the bite of fiery ſerpents, 
whoſe poiſon was naturally incurable; hut 
when they repented, they were healed, by 
approaching and looking up to the ſymbol of 
the preſence of the Word. The like ſenti- 
ment is ſuggeſted by this apoſtle, when he 
calls Chriſt the rock which miraculouſly ſup- 
plied the children of Iſrael with water, at a 
time when they were ready to periſh for the 
want of it. The ſame divine Word, accord- 
ing to St. Peter, preached to the ſpirits in pri- 
ſon (tied and bound with the chain of their 
fins, as criminals ſoon to be executed) which 


ſometime were diſobedient, when once the 
long- 
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threatened with deſtruction from the 
Chaldeans, in theſe words: O the 
hope of Iſrael, the Savior thereof in 
time of trouble ! Why ſhouldſt thou 
be as a ſtranger in the land, and as a 
way-faring man, that turneth aſide to 
tarry for a night? Why ſhouldſt thou 


be as a man aſtonied, as a mighty 


man that cannot fave? Yet thou, O 


Lord, art in the midſt of us, and we 


long-ſuffering of God waited in the days of 
Noah, while the ark was a preparing, wherein 
few, that is, eight ſouls, were ſaved by wa- 
ter, 1 PET. ii. 19, 20. Jacob, in his pro- 
phetic benediction of Joſeph and his two ſons, 
implored the protection of that God, before 
whom his fathers Abraham and Iſaac did 
walk; the God who fed him all his life long 
unto that day; the ANGEL which redeemed 
him from all evil, GEN. xlviii: 15, 16. This 
ſentiment the prophet Iſaiah conveys to us in 
the following expreſſive words: * In all their 
afflictions he was afflifted, and the Angel of 
his preſence ſaved them: in his love and in 
his pity he redeemed them, and he bare them, 
and carried them all the days of old,“ lxiti. 9.

ſtandard of Ephraim the figure of a bullock, 
from the text, His glory is like the firſtling of 
his bullock : and in the ſtandard of Dan there 
was the figure of an eagle, in order that they 
ſhould be like the cherubim ſcen by the pro-

the noiſe of a Hos r*. And when 


all were to go into captivity, this 
ſymbol of the armies of Iſrael, with

the palaces and city burnt, and the 
people ſent into captivity.---The rea- 
fon of this dreadful ſentence was, 
they had erected altars and burnt in- 
cenſe unto ſtrange gods: they were 
guilty of idolatry and treaſon, and 
made themſelves abominable with all 
the filth of the Gentiles. 4, 

The magnificent Temple of Solo- 
mon was burat ; the Temple in 
which were preſerved the ark of the 


covenant, containing the tables of the

law, with the mercy-ſeat upon it, the 
PROPITIATORY, from whence the per- 
ſon who fat between the cherubim, 
and, by whom all things were made,” 
nad with his creature man. And 
how great muſt have been the glory 
of this Temple when, at the dedica- 
tion of it, © Solomon having made an 
end of praying, fire came down from 
heaven, and conſumed the burnt- 
offering and ſacrifice, and the glory 
of the Lord filled the houſe. 
After a captivity of ae years, 
the people of God returned again to 
Jeruſalem, and built the city and the 
Temple, according to the plan given 
by the prophet Ezekiel. This houſe 
was not to be compared with the firſt 
in its glory, and - conſequently. the 


Temple deſcribed by Ezekiel could 
not be the Temple of Solomon . 
The

the deſtruction of the latter was the end of all. 
This obliged the jews to invent a third Tem- 
ple, and to apply the prophecies that had been 
accompliſhed by the ſecond Temple to a fu- 
ture Temple; and to aſſert that the plan laid 
down by Ezekiel was not followed by Zerubba- 
bel, but is to be executed in ſome future age. 
The Chriſtians have ſuffered themſelves 
to be impoſed upon by the Jews and the apo- 
cryphal writers who were Montaniſts, and many 
of the fathers have almoſt made the impoſition 
ſacred. But how wild and greundleſs the con- 
ceit! Are we te ſuppoſe then that a plan was 
given for a third temple to be built. at the 
end of the world, and no notice taken of that 
which was to be built in about forty years ? 
Are not the times particularly connected with 
the captivity by the prophet, and the people 
called upon Now to put away their idolatry ? 
EzEK. xl, 1. Xlit, H- 12. Are we to expect 
prieſts of the Offspring of Zadok ? Ez xk. xliii, 
19. Are burnt- offerings and peace-offerings, 
with all other Moſaic rites and ceremonies, ta 
be reſtored ? And if facrifices are to be revived, 
what uſe or purpoſe, civil, moral, or religi- 
ous are they in that age to ferve? What are 
they then as types to prefigure ? May we be 
permitted to call them antitypes, or imagine

viii. 13. Are the able miniſters of the new 
covenant to be obliged to exchange the mi- 
niſtration of the Spirit of righteouſneſs, of 
life, and of glory, for the miniſtration of con- 
demnation and death ? No ſurely ; the letter 


which killeth, ſhould never be preferred to 


the Spirit which giveth life, 2 Cor. iii. 6— 11. 
Is this the Word which God ſent unto the 
children of Iſrael, preaching peace by Jeſus | 
Chriſt? AcTs x. 36. | 

The difference between the ſecond Tem- 
ple and that deſcribed by Ezekiel is rather 
made than proved by modern Jews, who 
can have no good authority for their aſſertions 
in a matter of ſuch remote antiquity : nor will 


the figurative uſe and application of prophetic 


language by St, John in the Revelations ſup- 
port the Montanift in his abſurd conceſſions.

latter houſe, according to the prophet 
Haggai *, ſhall be greater than the 
former, ſaith the Lord of hoſts: and 
in this place, alluding to the name 
of the city connected with the re-

ſons and your daughters ſhall pro- 
pheſy. And alſo upon the ſervants, 
and upon the handmaids in thoſe 
days will I pour out my Spirit.“ This 
was to precede the other 6REAT DAY 
or THE Lok, the final deſtruction of 
Jeruſalem, when, as it immediately 
follows, („I will + thew wonders in 
the heavens and in the earth, blood 
and fire, and pillars of ſmoak : the ſun 
ſhall be turned into darkneſs, and the 
moon into blood.”---The natural ef- 
fects of a ſiege ſo dreadful as that of 
Jeruſalem, when the light of the ſun 
and moon was obſcured by the fire 
and ſmoak, and ruins in that cream 
AND TERRIBLE DAY OF THE LORD.

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In Malachi *, the laſt of the pro- 
phets, is a moſt evident and clear pre- 
diction of the coming of a meſſenger 
to prepare the way of the Lord; of 
John, who was the forerunner of that 
other meſſenger, the embaſſador from 
heaven, whom the ſews expected, and 
ſought after, and who was ſuddenly 
to come into his Temple; even the 
meſſenger in the expectation of whoſe 
coming, the ſews, in the days of this 
prophet, are ſaid to have delighted 
«© Behold he ſhall come, faith the 


Lord of hofts.”---After this, the day 
that was fatal to Jeruſalem cometh,

Nothing ſurely can be more expli- 
cit, more certain, more convincing to 
any unprejudiced mind, than this evi- 
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dence for Chrift and chriſtianity from 
prophecy. Here is no ambiguity, no 
conjecture, no accommodation; all 
is plain and evident; and, with re- 
gard to the laſt deſtruction of Jeruſa- 
lem, the words of our Lord himſelf 
in the goſpels exactly correſpond 
with thoſe. of the antient prophets.— 
The Chriſtians were thus admoniſhed 
by their Lord and maſter to flee from 
XX theſe days of vengeance, which they 
actually did as ſoon as the ſigns that 
had been given them appeared; and 
chriſtianity, by the accompliſhment of 
all theſe prophecies, has the moſt 
owerful atteſtation from providence 
that could be given of a revelation 
from God. - 

In every other inſtance it muſt be 
allowed, from the names of places, 
and a multitude of other circum- 
ſtances, that theſe inſpired writings 


of the apoſtles and diſciples of Jeſus

And towards the end of this empire, it was 
to be broken into ten horns, correſponding 
with the ten toes of the great image, which, 
as horns and parts of the image, cannot im- 
ply two generals living at the ſame time and 
eight kings ſucceeding to one another in the 
ſame dominion, but ten kings, ruling over ten 
kingdoms, ike the four heads or kingdoms, 
Dax. vii. 6. Ptolemy over Egypt, Seleucus 
over Syria, Antigonus Babylon, and Caſſandet 
Macedonia.

once before deſtroyed by the Chal- 
deans, was, after a captivity of ſe- 
venty years, rebuilt, and continued 
till the coming of Chriſt, a period of 
above two * thouſand years, —-is to

ation of the Jews in the days of the 
prophets, and the Savior of the world, 

who came to fulfil the law and the 
prophets, to complete revelation, and 
put an end to. the city and Temple 
of Jeruſalem.

But David king of the Jews driving out the. 
people of Canaan, dwelt there with his own. 
people; and in four hundred ſeventy-ſeven 
years and ſix months it was laid waſte by the 
Babylonians. From king David, the firſt of 
the Jews who reigned there, to the deſtruc- 
tion of it under Titus, were 1179 years. 

From the firſt foundation unto the laſt de- 
ſtruction were 2177 years; yet could not its 
antiquity, nor its immenſe riches, nor the 
ſpreading of the nation over the whole earth, 
nor the great glory of 1 its worſhip, ſave it from 
deſtruction.”

Such amazing ſcenes of providence, 
through ſo many ages, all expreſſy 
Lretold ſo long before the events that 
correſponded with and confirmed 
them, afford an evidence for reli- 
gion, for the Chriſtian religion that 
is irreſiſtible ; and if the hiſtory of 
the Jews, and the oracles delivered 
by the prophets, the holy and in- 
ſpired ſcriptures, were read with that 
attention which they deſerve, it would 
be almoſt impoſſible not to believe in 
God and his Chriſt. ap 
The Temple of the Jews, the Le- 
vitical prieſthood, their peculiar or- 
dinances were temporary; and having 
ſerved the purpoſes for which they 
were inſtituted, they decayed, waxed 
old, wore out, and were therefore 
aboliſhed, never more to be revived 
and obſerved.
